America’s complaint 
department releases 
list of bad products

WASHINGTON Got a problem with your dish- 
washer? Does your oven not work? Is the toy 
you bought defective? Well, you’re not alone, 
according to the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. 

The CPSC has released a summary of its 
Top 10 product categories consumers have 
most often complained about online in the 
past year. 

“We are looking for patterns,” said Patty 
Davis, a CPSC spokesperson. “Random com- 
plaints, taken together, help us piece together 
the puzzle. It enables us to act more quickly 
to get dangerous, defective products off the 
market,” Davis said. 

The CPSC says public website complaints 
about harmfuls product and risks have led to 
recalls. The safety commission announced a 
voluntary recall last year involving the Disney 
Princess Plastic Racing Trikes after children 
reportedly were hurt. About 9,000 trikes 
were sold in the US. and 700 in Canada. “The 
plastic castle display and the princess figures 
protruding from the top of the handlebar 
pose a laceration hazard if a child falls on it,” 
the CPSC said in a statement. 

In December 2011, consumers were urged 
to stop using a specific ice cream dipper after 
the distributor, The Pampered Chef, based 
in Illinois, received reports of personal inju- 
ries including lacerations, bruises and red- 
ness caused by caps coming off the base of 
the handle. A voluntary recall was issued for 
about 20,000 dippers. 

The CPSC says it has received from con- 
sumers and manufacturers an average of 600 
reports each month at saferproducts.gov or 
about 7,000 incidents since the publicly avail- 
able website began a year ago.

and shoes each receiving 4.5 percent. 

Consumers can use the online tool to look 
for safety information about products they 
own or may be thinking about buying as well 
as read reports others have submitted along 
with comments from manufacturers.

South Side Irish 
Parade organizers 
plan mellower return

After a two-year hiatus, the South Side Irish 
Parade returns Sunday with fewer floats, great- 
er security, a crackdown on booze and, orga- 
nizers hope, smaller crowds and less rowdiness 
than in the event’s previous incarnation. 

Organizers say the goal is to bring back 
the family atmosphere that prevailed when 
the parade began back in 1979. The last pa- 
rade, in 2009, was marred by fights and 54. 
arrests as a crowd of 300,000 descended on 
the Beverly neighborhood. 

“It spun out of control,” said Bob Figel, 
spokesman for the parade committee. “It was 
never intended to turn into spring break.” 

Organizers raised money to bring the 
event back in a manner that would be palat- 
able to city officials, and said the $40,000 
bill they got from the city for things such 
as trash pickup, street sweeping and barri- 
cades is well within their budget.

PARTIES DOWN 


The parade will kick off at 11 a.m. Sun- 
day from 103rd Street anc Western Avenue. 
About 1,000 private security officers and 
members of the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment will enforce rules against open con- 
tainers of alcohol at 46 checkpoints along 
the parade route. 

In addition, the parade committee 
worked with Metra officials to ban open 
alcohol containers at nearby train stations 
and on trains heading to Beverly from 
downtown. Police officers will be assigned 
to Metra stations in an effort to nip any 
trouble before it gets to the parade. 

North Side bars are being discouraged 
from chartering buses to the parade, a 
common promotion in past years that was 
blamed for building untenable crowds of 
inebriated merrymakers. Any buses des- 
tined for the event will have to park at ei- 
ther Evergreen Park or Merrionette Park, 
about a mile away from the parade. 

“We're not going to put up with vandal- 
ism and public indecency,” said police Cmdr. 
Bob Hargesheimer of the Morgan Park Dis- 
trict. “It’s a disservice for the community,

and CPD is committed to curtail them.” 

Some things won’t change, such as the 
traditional bagpipe bands and Irish dancers. 
The number of floats will be cut in half, how- 
ever, and the parade will last only two hours 
instead of its previous three, Figel said. 

A short ceremony before the celebration 
is planned to honor Marine Cpl. Conner 
Lowry, 24, who was killed in Afghanistan on 
March 1, and other war veterans. 

The expected crowd is 150,000, Figel 
said, half as many as three years ago.

The return of the South Side Irish Parade is 
being welcomed by business owners such as 
Jean Marie Quigley, whose Beverly Bakery will 
be serving up corned beef sandwiches, Guin- 
ness stew and shepherd’s pie. 

“It’s a great event for the neighborhood as a 
whole,” Quigley said. “It’s not the same with- 
out it.” 

Memories of the 2009 debacle, however, 
remain. Yorell Demetrius, 30, who has lived 
in Beverly for six years, called the last parade 
“the worst one,” recalling how she witnessed 
parade-goers relieving themselves and vom- 
iting outside her apartment, which faces the 
parade route. 

“Some people just take it too far,” she said. 

“You'll always have drunken idiots,” said 
Brian Rotter, 31, a Beverly resident who none- 
theless thinks the parade never should have 
been canceled and is excited for its return. “It 
just got too big for its own good.” 

Rotter, who plans to spend the day celebrat- 
ing with friends and family, said his concern is 
that the promised security will be too tight. 

“Tt will be interesting to see how they'll 
handle it,” he said. 

A separate event, the South Side Irish Fam- 
ily Fest, is set for the Beverly Arts Center. 
The paid event will start at the same time as 
the parade, 11 a.m., and continue until about 
5 p.m. The center will offer traditional Irish 
food, family activities and entertainment. 

Farther south, the 13th annual Downtown 
Tinley Park Irish Parade, which grew in popu- 
larity after the South Side Irish Parade was 
canceled, will kick off at 2 p.m. Sunday.

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Report: Officials 
wasted $171, 000

Chicago aviation officials wasted at least 
$171,000 on GPS-capable cellphone service 
that didn’t work inside terminals at O’Hare 
and on vehicle-tracking technology that hard- 
ly ever was used, the city’s inspector general 
reported Thursday. 

The probe covered 2008 through 2010, 
over the terms of three commissioners at the 
Chicago Department of Aviation, according 
to Inspector General Joseph Ferguson. 

The bulk of the failure to exercise proper 
oversight of the electronic equipment hap- 
pened under the watch of Rosemarie Andoli- 
no, the current aviation commissioner whom 
then-Mayor Richard M. Daley appointed in 
April 2009. 

Andolino agreed with the inspector gen- 
eral’s findings and disconnected GPS service 
for 122 department cellphones and 13 vehicles 
in fall 2011, Ferguson said. 

The $171,000 misspent on little-used GPS-

related contracts does not include bills extend- 
ing into 2011 because the inspector general's 
review ended in 2010, said Jonathan Davey, 
spokesman for Ferguson. “The $171,000 rep- 
resents the floor, not the ceiling,” Davey said.

Smoking report sounds alarm 


Smoking among America’s youth has reached 
epidemic proportions, starting them on the 
path to a lifetime of addiction, the surgeon 
general’s office said in its first report on youth 
smoking since 1994. 

Among high school seniors, one in four is a 
regular cigarette smoker, and because few high 
school smokers are able to quit, some 80 per- 
cent will continue the habit as adults, accord- 
ing to the report released Thursday. 

“Today, more than 600,000 middle school 
students and 3 million high school students 
smoke. We don’t want our children to start 
something now that they won't be able to 
change later in life,” Surgeon General Dr. Re- 
gina Benjamin said in the report, which details 


the scope, health consequences and influences 
that lead to youth tobacco use. 

An estimated 3,800 kids pick up their first 
cigarette every day, and nine in 10 current 
smokers started before the age of 18. Some 
99 percent of all first-time tobacco use hap- 
pens by the age of 26, exposing young people to 
the long-term health effects of smoking, such 
as lung cancer and heart disease. 

“This report highlights the urgent need to 
employ proven methods nationwide that pre- 
vent young people from smoking and encourage 
all smokers to quit, including passage of smoke- 
free laws, increases in tobacco excise taxes and 
fully funded tobacco prevention programs,” 
John Seffrin, CEO of the American Cancer So-

Solar storm isa dud 


WASHINGTON A solar storm that shook 

the Earth’s magnetic field Thursday 
spared satellite and power systems as it de- 
livered a glancing blow, although it still could 
intensify until early Friday, U.S. space weather 
experts said. 

The geomagnetic storm surging from the 
sun initially was expected to be strong enough 
to disrupt power grids, airplane traffic and 
space-based satellite navigation systems. 
But US. government scientists on Thursday 
downgraded their prediction on the intensity 
of the storm—a big cloud of charged particles 
spawned by two solar flares. 

‘At this point, it has been oriented in such 
a way that the net effect on the Earth’s mag- 
netic field has been minimized,” said Joseph 
Kunches, a space weather specialist at the US. 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration. 

Kunches said there were still some com- 
munication disruptions in the polar regions 
of the Earth that led airlines to reroute flights 
Wednesday to avoid problems.

“There’s a lot of randomness in the tourna- 
ment,” Moskowitz said. “But there are certain 
strategies you can do.” 

Moskowitz said some basketball fans run 
simulations of the games to determine the 
winners of matchups.

alien tempers and save Mars from 
laser-powered destruction. 
OK, maybe the biblical al- 


legory goes only so far. In fact, 
when Carter introduces himself 
as “Carter, John Carter,” he brings 
to mind a much different, more 
British fighter of evil. 
Adapted from Edgar Rice 
Burroughs’ “John Carter of Mars” 
novels, “John Carter” revolves 
around the titular Civil War 
John Carter soldier who, with help from a magi- 
PG-13 cal medallion, travels from r9th 
century Virginia to the red planet 
—which locally goes by the name 
of Barsoom. There he discovers a 
newfound leaping ability and meets 
Dejah Thoris (Lynn Collins), the most 
beautiful of a race that would look like humans if not for 
their red-face tattoos. Mike Tyson, we have found a place 
where residents consider you normal. Or closer to it. 

Will audiences see this alien romance-meets-sword- 
and-sandal epic as an “Avatar”- or “Star Wars”-style 
fantasy that justifies the film’s 130-minute-plus running 
time and budget reportedly in excess of $250 million? 
Questionable. 

“John Carter” often feels silly but only occasionally fun, 
with highlights including John’s much-advertised battle 
with giant white apes and the sporadic playful sense of 
humor that results in the ugly green Martians (Barsoom- 
ians?) thinking their new hero’s name is Virginia. 

Yet when John boldly identifies the daughter of Tars 
Tarkas or many characters refer to powerful beings as 
Jeddak regardless of their species, I wanted to ask direc- 
tor/co-writer Andrew Stanton (“Finding Nemo,” “Wall- 
E”) what the hell he was talking about. All interplanetary 
fantasies create their own language and universe, as they 
should. But there’s a difference between a lively, clearly 
identified world and one in which you can barely tell 
anyone apart. 

Kitsch (“Friday Night Lights”) acquits himself fine 
in a role that may not fuel his movie stardom as much 
as the upcoming blockbuster “Battleship,” but Stanton 
definitely doesn’t bring as much confidence and pop to 
his first live-action film as his fellow Pixar director Brad 
Bird (“The Incredibles”) lent to “Mission: Impossible— 
Ghost Protocol.” 

Or maybe teenagers of this planet and others will hear 
Dejah Thoris tell John, “From the moment you caught 
me in the sky, I knew,” and giggle with delight, rather 
than just giggling.

‘Friday Night Lights’ vet 
gambles with sci-fi films

It’s all about to happen for Taylor Kitsch. The onetime mod- 
el and supporting player on the TV version of “Friday Night 
Lights” finds himself starring in two of the biggest science fic- 
tion films of 2012. 

Set for release Friday, Kitsch has the title role in “John 
Carter,” Disney’s big-budget adaptation of the “John Carter of 
Mars” stories of Edgar Rice Burroughs. In May, he’s a headliner 
in Universal’s “Battleship.” 

“You do your best to put yourself in the position to have some- 
thing like this happen,” Kitsch says in the middle of a months- 
long grind of interviews for the movies. “You just try and find 
a solid movie and get the role in the solid movie. I found two.” 

Between the two movies and the two studios, that’s about 
$450 million Hollywood is gambling on the 30-year-old hunk. 
But Kitsch is gambling, too. He’s staking his breakout as a film 
star on two pricey movies that are being greeted, before they 
open, with a healthy dose of skepticism from the sci-fi faith- 
ful. Fangirl/fanboy nation is wondering if he’ll be the next Sam 
Worthingon (“Avatar”) or Chris Pine (‘Star Trek”), or the next 


Garrett Hedlund (“Tron”). Will the movies be 
good enough to launch him? 

“Starring in the biggest box office hit of 
all time [Avatar’] didn’t exactly make Sam 
Worthington a household name, for instance,” 
says James O’Ehley, content editor for the pop- 
ular scifimoviepage.com. Worthington made 
his mark in a “Terminator” movie, “Clash of 
the Titans” and “Avatar” but has been hard- 
pressed to find success outside the genre. 

So Kitsch is embracing his new niche. Let 
others say “acting is acting.” Kitsch knows 
that working in front of a green screen, with 
exotic settings, alien beasts and alien aircraft 
added by the effects team in post-production, 
is “a different animal.” He’s just one of the few 
to admit it. 

“When you're reacting to an ‘X’ marked way 
up on this huge green screen, and that’s sup- 
posed to be a Martian airship coming at you, 
it’s not quite the same thing as doing a love 
scene in a comedy,” he says. “You have to tap 
into that inner 7-year-old, using your imagina- 
tion and how your 7-year-old self would react

to seeing something that incredible. 

“You always have to trust your director not 
to make you look bad. There’s even more trust 
when what you’re acting with isn’t yet in the 
movie with you. They’re taking what you're 
doing, the energy you put into the scene on 
camera, and applying the effects that they de- 
scribed to you, that they promised you would 
be there and be just as spectacular as your re- 
action says they are.” 

Kitsch won't say if he’ll be nervously watch- 
ing the box office results on that film’s opening 
weekend, or if he’s worried that the first trail- 
ers for “Battleship,” which turns the popular 
board game into a naval confrontation with 
aliens, were greeted with laughter. O’Ehley 
says the actor has little to worry about. “He has 
both good looks and talent and is sure to find 
future roles again even if they won't necessarily 
be in multimillion-dollar blockbusters.” 

Kitsch says he’s “just trying to enjoy this 
ride. Everybody else is looking ahead—‘Will 
there be a “John Carter 2” or “3,” will there be 
a “Battleship” sequel?’ I’m living in the now.”

After more than three years on the shelf, “A 
Thousand Words” hasn’t aged well. Or do I 


need to say that louder, so you can hear me over 


your laughter at cracks about the Atkins Diet, 
Britney and Chili’s baby-back ribs? 
Worse, the movie barely cares about its own 

rules. Fast-talking agent Jack McCall (Eddie 

Murphy), an arrogant Ari Gold type who will 
die if he says 1,000 more words, can’t raise his middle finger because 
that counts as two. He can’t write anything down because those words 
also count. Yet he can make all the other hand gestures and facial 
expressions he wants, which seems like cheating. 

“A Thousand Words” wants to suggest that spiritual leader Dr. Sinja 
(Cliff Curtis) and his “Aren’t you amazed by trees?” wisdom guide Jack 
to inner peace by forcing him, through extreme measures and a magic 
tree that operates like the rose in “Beauty and the Beast,” to shut his 
overactive trap. Except that’s not really the point, or Jack wouldn’t be 
penalized for singing along to “The Wheels on the Bus” at his young 
son’s playgroup. (There’s nothing wrong with that, or with normal 
everyday conversation.)

Words voodoo so when squirrels scale the 
PG-13 trunk, Jack feels like there are squir- 
rels in his pants. When Jack chops 
the tree, HE gets a gash in his leg. 
And when gardeners spray poisonous gas at the tree, Jack acts like he 
just came from a Phish show. The surgeon general now requires me to 
note that toxic gas does not inspire the munchies. 

Heavily echoing “Liar, Liar,” “Bruce Almighty” and Murphy’s own 
“Imagine That,” the shamelessly manipulative “Words” joins the ever- 
expanding genre of “lightweight comedies about men/dads/husbands” 
who need to shape up. Unfortunately Jack’s young son (Emanuel Rags- 
dale) and wife, Caroline (Kerry Washington), who simply wants some 
healthy communication from a guy who barely listens, get treated like 
an afterthought while Jack clowns around. 

Yeah, there are a few laughs. Murphy’s contorted face can usually 
squeeze out a few chuckles on its own. But “A Thousand Words” boasts 
the same fondness for juvenile, mean-spirited humor as director Brian 
Robbins’ “Norbit” and co-writer Steve Koren’s “Jack and Jill,” only in 
mercifully smaller doses.

At the height of Eddie Murphy’s 
popularity, millions of Americans 
flocked to his hit films like “Beverly 
Hills Cop” and “Coming to Ameri- 
ca.” Paramount Pictures executives 
are crossing their fingers that even 
a fraction of that interest surfaces 
for the actor’s “A Thousand Words,” 
a comedy that arrives Friday nearly 
four years after it was made and 
seemingly a lifetime removed from 
Murphy’s 1980s heyday. 

Going out with minimal publicity 
support from the star, the Dream- 
Works production has generated 
tepid interest in pre-release surveys, 
and analysts expect an opening 
weekend box office of less than 
$10 million. A Paramount spokes- 
woman said the movie cost $40 mil- 
lion. But two people familiar with 
the production, who were not au- 
thorized by the studio to speak pub- 
licly, pegged the price tag at about 
$70 million. 

When the film went into produc- 
tion in 2008, there was reason for 
Paramount to be optimistic about 
the film’s chances. Murphy was not 
far removed from his 2007 Oscar 
nomination for his supporting role in 
“Dreamgirls”; his 2007 hit “Norbit,” 
which like “Words” was directed by 
Brian Robbins; and his third go-round 
as Donkey in “Shrek the Third.” 

But Murphy’s career soon took a 
nose dive. His next two leading roles, 
in 2008's “Meet Dave” (also directed 
by Robbins) and “Imagine That,” 
were box-office fiascos, with neither 
reaching $20 million in domestic 
receipts. Paramount decided to put 
some distance between “Words” and 
those films, according to a person 
familiar with the studio’s internal 
discussions, and juggled its opening 
until this weekend.

In “Friends with Kids,” platonic friends 
Jason (Adam Scott of “Parks and Recre- 
ation”) and Julie (writer/director Jennifer 
Westfeldt) decide, for lack of a better 
option, to have a baby together.

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Elizabeth Olsen 
in ‘Silent House’ 


Not a bad stunt; 
not a great movie 


Maybe Elizabeth 
Olsen should stick to 
big cities. 
In the tremen- 
dously unsettling 
“Martha Marcy May 
Marlene,” escaping a 
cult for a quiet lake 
house wasn’t enough to calm the demons 
in Martha’s (Olsen) head. Now, in “Silent 
House,” Sarah (Olsen) returns to a childhood 
vacation home, where she quickly goes from 
admiring the water nearby to being trapped 
in the house without power and with a pos- 
sible intruder. 

Incidents like this make people want a 
vacation from their vacation. 

Directed by Chris Kentis and Laura Lau 
(“Open Water”) and adapted from the low- 
budget Uruguayan thriller “La Casa Muda 
(“The Silent House”),” “Silent House” shares 
its source material’s concept of being shot in 
one continuous take. That’s an excellent tactic 
for building tension. We see only what Sarah 
sees, and paranoia escalates with more force 
than, say, the real-time gimmick of Johnny 
Depp’s “Nick of Time” that just reminds you

how long it is until the movie ends. 

Like every other creepy-house movie, 
“Silent House” has a trick up its sleeve, but 
the explanation feels arbitrarily chosen from 
any number of other plausible and ultra- 
familiar horror finales. And by “plausible,” 

I mean something that ultimately doesn’t 
really make sense. 

While the flick doesn’t have fun with 
its premise like Ti West’s superior “The 
Innkeepers,” “Silent House” echoes dread 
throughout an uncertain darkness. Olsen 
is never more haunting than when hiding 
around a corner, barely able to contain her 
fear. She makes standard set-ups troubling; 
I can only assume the audience’s frequent 
laughter was a defense mechanism. 

If not—considering the movie has no unin- 
tentional laughs whatsoever—I’m disturbed 
that people would find humor in a young 
girl searching around in the dark, believably 
scared for her life.

A chip off the old, miserable block 


I’m not faulting Paul Dano for being one 

of the less (to put it nicely) screen-friendly 
presences in Hollywood. I am faulting “Being 
Flynn” for shoving Denise (Olivia Thirlby, 
excellent), a cute and stable employee of a 
homeless shelter, into bed with Nick (Dano), 
an aimless, odd-looking bummer. 

Otherwise, the movie, written and 
directed by Paul Weitz (About a Boy”) and 
adapted from Nick Flynn’s memoir, “Another 
Bull[bleep} Night in Suck City,” seeks little 
sympathy. No review of “Being Flynn” can 
do without the word bleak, as Nick’s already 
fragile state—his mom, (Julianne Moore), 
committed suicide and he hasn’t seen his 
father, Jonathan (Robert De Niro), in 18 
years —wobbles even further when Nick takes a job at the homeless 
shelter and Jonathan turns up as a guest. 

Jonathan’s been delusional for a long time; as the film opens he 
claims, “Everything I write is a masterpiece,” putting himself in the 
company of Mark Twain and J.D. Salinger and focusing only on the 
thin compliments written at the beginning of publishers’ rejection 
letters. Nick wants to be a writer but fears becoming his father. 

In parts, “Being Flynn” aches with the tragedy of a family doomed 
to repeat its mistakes. Weitz presents Nick’s rotating roster of men 
to play catch with as a kid, all weak substitutes for a dad who never 
taught him anything productive. Dano’s not as subtly expressive as 
Anton Yelchin, who better demonstrated the goal of distancing his

behavior from an unsatisfactory parent in “The Beaver.” And De 
Niro’s most substantial character in a while still doesn’t feel fully 
processed. Clearly Jonathan suffers from some sort of mental illness, 
but “Being Flynn” stops short of examining Jonathan’s condition and 
treatment while skipping through Nick’s downward spiral. 

It makes this personal story of two self-indulgent men and their 
hiccupping attempts to escape themselves function decently as 
“About a Family,” but without properly exploring the dad and son 
individually.

pend judgment. If you 
don’t think too hard, 
it can be a deliciously 
fun distraction. 

All the glitz and glamour of an over-the-top reality TV 
show is embodied in RPM Italian, a new River North 
restaurant from Chicago’s own reality TV couple, Bill and 
Giuliana Rancic. (He is the first winner of “The Appren- 
tice,” she’s a fixture on E! News and “Fashion Police,” and 
they both star in their own show on the Style Channel.) 
For their first foray into the dining scene, they paired up 
with a few folks who know the drill: R,J., Jerrod and Molly 
Melman, who also run Hub 51 and Paris Club for home- 
town heavyweight Lettuce Entertain You Enterprises. 

Some dishes are inspired by the family recipes of Naples, 
Italy-born Giuliana, while the rest are courtesy of chef/ 
partner Doug Psaltis, who also helped craft Paris Club’s 
French fare. And much like Paris Club, RPM has a massive 
menu full of approachable dishes, a DJ booth in the bar 
area and tables filled with good-looking night owls sizing 
each other up. But does RPM deliver more style than 
substance? I stopped in soon after opening to find out. 


Don’t be lazy when ordering 

The food menu is huge, and it’s easy to be distracted by 
the designer heels under the next table or the Melman 
brothers holding court in the dining room. But that 
doesn’t mean you should go the easy route and order 

the first dishes on the menu that sound familiar, like 
spaghetti or polenta. The polenta with a poached egg, 
parmesan cheese and black truffles ($14) tastes just as 
indulgent as it sounds, but without a crunchy or chewy el- 
ement the whole thing feels mushy. The small pasta plates 
are priced so you can order a few to share, but the ones I 
tried mostly fell flat. Basic spaghetti ($16) dyed jet-black 
with squid ink is spiced up with red chilies and king crab, 
but the flavors vied for my attention rather than working 
together. I hoped for meaty comfort in the lamb sugo, 

a tomato-based sauce served on top of handkerchief- 
shaped chickpea pasta (think ravioli without the pocket), 
but it just tasted bland. 


Instead, take a risk 


The dishes you’re less familiar with just might 
be your best bets. Roman-style artichokes 
($11) are fried and served warm, with 

leaves that crunch in your mouth 
before melting into a rich, flaky 
bite. Duck agnolotti pasta 
with brussels sprouts and 
mission figs ($12) was my 
favorite of the night, balanc- 
ing the fruit’s sweetness with 
the duck’s gaminess to make 
the whole far better than the 
sum of its parts. 


Definitely order 
another round of drinks 
Cocktail whiz Paul McGee (you’ve seem 
him and his beard at his former post, The 
Whistler) presides over the booze offerings, 
so while wine may seem the obvious partner 
for Italian food, skip a bottle in favor of a 
creative cocktail. I came to the table holding 
a grudge against grappa, an Italian brandy 
that’s always reminded me of lighter fluid. 
But the Pinwheel ($11), made with vodka, 
grappa, Montenegro amaro and orange 
marmalade, set me straight with a refreshing

interplay of citrus and fizz. If Il were walking 
the Italian Riviera in June, this is the drink 
I'd want to have in hand. 


Speaking of those 
drinks... 
They don’t end when the 
dinner plates are cleared. The 
dessert menu highlights a 
dozen amaros ($8), a type of 
bittersweet, herbal Italian 
liqueur usually nursed after 
ameal. For newbies, McGee 
suggested pours from the “light” 
section, which are sweet but still 
potent, while seasoned sippers can 
try the more intimidating “robust” section. 


The bottom line 

My dinner was as full of highs and lows as 
dramatic as elimination night on “The Ap- 
prentice,” but if you fix your gaze on your 
drink and the scene rather than on what’s 
filling your plate, you'll be pleasantly swept 
up in the fantasy.

Reservations: Highly recommended for din- 
ner. For an impromptu meal, head for the mas- 
sive bar area for first-come, first-served seating. 
Keep in mind: Lettuce Entertain You 
Enterprises restaurants are known for like- 
clockwork service, but my server seemed like 
he was still getting the hang of things. Maybe 
that’s why he said all the cheeses are made in- 
house when it says right on the menu they’re 
imported from Italy? 

VIP extras: The raised area behind the main 
bar is a VIP area that can be curtained off for 
parties needing a bit of privacy. Even if you 
never sit there yourself, be on the lookout for 
celebs.

Julianne Moore morphs 
into Sarah Palin for HBO

When the offer was made about a year ago, 
Julianne Moore jumped at the chance to play 
Sarah Palin in a TV movie. 

“Then I hung up the phone and thought, 
‘Oh my God, what have I done?’ ” Moore re- 
called recently with a laugh. “To play a histori- 
cal figure is one thing. To play a living histori- 
cal figure deepens the challenge. But to play 
a culturally significant, very prominent living 
figure, that kind of put it over the top.” 

Over the top also could describe early reac- 
tion to Moore’s performance and to “Game 
Change,” HBO’s docudrama on Palin’s 2008 
run for the vice presidency. Early reviews have 
raised the possibility of awards for Moore’s 
canny rendering of the former Alaska gover- 
nor. Palin and her team, in turn have lambast- 
ed the two-hour movie (debuting at 8 p.m. 
Saturday) as “fiction.” A former spokeswoman 
described it as “sick.” 

Neither the four-time Academy Award 
nominee nor “Game Change” director Jay 
Roach is shocked at the tempest surrounding 
the film. 

“We can say we researched and sourced 
this very well, which we did,” Moore said. 
“But every experience is refracted through 
somebody’s own worldview. You could do a 
‘Rashomon’ kind of thing with this story and 
come out with a different version every single 
time. Is it the truth? It’s that [storyteller’s} 
truth.” 

The film focuses on the roughly 60 days 
between McCain’s surprise selection of Palin, 
who had been in office less than two years, 


and the Republican ticket’s loss. The story is 
told through the eyes of the McCain (Ed Har- 
ris) camp, particularly senior strategist Steve 
Schmidt (Woody Harrelson), who champi- 
oned the choice of the virtually unknown pol- 
itician only to later view it as a tragic blunder. 

The filmmakers and Moore confronted the 
challenge of taking a hyper-public figure and 
rendering her in a textured way while also re- 
capturing the high stakes of the 2008 race. 

Moore’s post-casting moment of doubt 
did not last long—she had too much work to 
do, beginning with mastering Palin’s idiosyn- 
cratic speaking style. She worked with dialect 
coach Leigh Dillon almost every day for two 
months. 

Moore wiped her calendar clean, except 
for a few events with her 14-year-old son, her 
g-year-old daughter and her husband, direc- 
tor Bart Freundlich. She cleared her iPod of 
almost everything but audio recordings of 
Palin’s books, which the politician recorded 
in her own voice. She consumed so much Pal- 
in via YouTube, print and recording that her 
son asked, “What’s wrong with you, Mom?” 

Roach has described “Game Change” as 
a dramatization, hewing in large portions to 
Palin’s public statements but incorporating 
some private moments extrapolated from the 
book. Occasionally during the shoot, Moore 
felt she couldn’t imagine how Palin would 
have delivered a line. So she asked to substi- 
tute in one of Palin’s public statements. “She 
reverted to the actual dialogue she had heard 
Sarah give in public,” Roach said, “and the re- 
sults were so much better.”
